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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


April 1, 1984 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

March’s general revenue receipts continued to reflect healthy economic 
growth for Missouri even though the increase in receipts is beginning to taper off. 

Receipts for the month were up 11 percent over the same period last year. 
Total receipts were $199,422,908 for the month, according to figures from my 
office. 

For the year general revenue receipts are up 14.95 percent. After nine months 
of the fiscal year our total receipts stand at $1,715,250,462. 

March’s receipts indicate that the state should meet or even slightly exceed 
the revised forecast of growth in general revenue for the fiscal year. 

Indications from receipts for the first nine months of the fiscal year are that 
the state’s year-end growth will stand at between a 9.5 percent and 10 percent 
increase. This is on target with the projected growth of 9.6 percent, on which the 
current budget is based. 

Showing the largest monthly percentage increase was the corporate income 
tax which jumped nearly 90 percent. This high percentage did not greatly affect 
the overall picture though with this category accounting for an increase of only $6 
million in the monthly receipts of nearly $200 million. For the year corporate 
income taxes are up 30 percent. 

Sales tax receipts showed an increase of 24.94 percent over the same period 
last year. This is a drop of nearly 10 percent from the 33 percent increase in 
February receipts. Total sales tax receipts were $68.8 million. On the year sales 
tax receipts are up 17.2 percent. 

Individual income tax receipts were up 7.32 percent with receipts of $89.8 
million. For the year individual income tax receipts are up 8.4 percent. 

Showing a negative growth in March receipts was the “all other sources” 
category which collected 18.3 percent less than in March of last year. On the year, 
this category is up 26.2 percent.
